It is frequently stated that condi- 
tions here in the west change rapidly. 
It was only slightly over fifty years 
ago that the last of the buffalo roamed 
over these prairies, and hostile In- 
Gians were still a menace, Even from 
fifteen to twenty years ago, when the 
influx of settlers was at its height, 
farm life and methods of farm produc. 
comparatively crude and 
primitive. It is only reasonable to ex. 
pect that conditions will continue io 
great changes, Many of the 
methods of today will undoubtedly 
be obsolete ten years from now. 
Under these circumstances it is ob- 
viously to the advantage of everyone 
concerned with the highly competi- 
tive business of farming to keep in 
the front ranks of development, and 
to endeavor to avoid finding oneseli 
in the position of operating under a 
handicap by reason of the use of out- 
ofdate equipment, inferior types ot 
varieties of crops or livestock, or by 
tollowing a type of farming which is 
not indicated by 
climate, soil, available mnarkets, ete, 

One of the principal functions ‘of an 
agricultural school or college is the 
gathering and distributing of infor- 
mation on the developments which are 
taking place’ This may be partly the 
result of experimental work carried 
on at that or similar institutions, along 
such lines as a comparison of varieties 
of grains or grasses, crop rotations, 
feeding and handling of live steck, 
ways and means of growing a greater 
variety of vegetables, fruits and 
flowers for home use and adornment, 
ete, 

This information is put into such 
form that it can be readily grasped 
and assimilated and is then inter- 
preted to the students in the light of 
ation of 
actual farm practice. There is no 
other way so effective whereby infor- 
mation resulting from) accumulpted 
experience can be presented so clearly 
to sa many people, espcially young 
people, as in this way, 

There are those, even now, who 
claim that personal experience is the 
only school worth while, Personal ex. 
perience is certainly of great value,

In almost no other occupation are 
the businesses and the home so 
closely connected, and the one depend 
so much upon the other, 

It, in the city, the home atmosphere 
is not congenial, and if any untrained 
or careless housewife persists in serv- 
ing meals too damaging to his con- 
stitution, the man of the house may 
resort to the restaurant and the club, 
and obtain his food and his company 
elsewhere, It is not so on the farm, 
if the farmer’s support in the home 
consists of badly cooked and ill chosen 
foods, served with a constant  bar- 
rage of complaints as to the hard and 
unattractive lot of the farm woman, 
then a previous determination to do 
great things in agriculture may easiy 
recede into a @ull and hopeless apathy, 
The result on the coming generation 
is, of course, even more demoralizing, 
and from such homes comes a large 
share of those who provide the city- 
ward drift. Upon the ability, the 
mental outlook, and the degree of 
contentment of the farm woman de- 
pends more of the “practical” as well 


4s the cultural aspects of farming 


than might appear at first thought. 
The development and tmprovement of 
those factors is the principal object 
of the course for girls in the agricul- 
tural schools of this province, and no 
one who has had an opportunity to 
observe the work being done will deny 
that it is effective, ’ 

The usefullness of students, not only 
to themselves, but to their communi 
ties can be increased by training at 
the schools of agriculture, Practice 
in written and oral expression is one 
of the principal means, 
tal experience and training received 
from mingling with a considerable 
number and variety of other students, 
in organizing and carrying on their 
social, and literary activit 
highly useful assets, Most 
enterprises of the present day, wheth- 


ithletic,

er individual or community, are car- 
ried on on the basis of, or with the 
aid of cooperation. Few jndividuals 
are able to carry themselves to a 
position of reasonable influence and 
success without having and using the 
faculty of being able to work with 


other people to a common end to en

list their aid in one’s undertakings, 

and to give similar aid in return. 


The comparative isolation of a farm 
is not the best place to develop that 
faculty; an educational institution of 
moderate size, especially if the stu- 
dents are accommodated in dormitory 
residences is probably unexcelled in 
that respect, Every opportunity is 
offered in the Alberta Schools of Ag 
riculture for the conscious or uncon- 
scious development of that co-opera- 
tive spirit which is one of the great 
needs of our agricultural system of 
today,
